HAT is all this fuss - 

about food? - This 
argument, for example, 
about whether food-ships 
shall be allowed. into 
“starving” France?

In fact, the war will 
teach’ tha valuable lesson 
that the great majority. of 
people have always eaten 
double—even treble—the 
quantity of food neces-' 
sary for health. 


Thousands of deaths occur 
yearly from ‘over-cating, but 
very few from under-eating.. 


The African native keeps 
well and performs strenuous 
work on two small meals of 
grain a day. Often the grain 
is uncooked though mixed 
with water. 


It is only when a shooting- 
party comes along and ‘em- 
ploys: natives as servants and 
carriers, giving them double 
the food they ever had before, 
that they lose their health. 


My own treks in Africa. 
_were_an__education on_ this 


That was the beginning of 
fourteen days with practic- 
ally no food at all. 

My husband had a rifle, but 
only one round of ammuni- 
tion. The first morning he 
tried to kill a reed-buck with 
it, but missed. 


“How long can people go 
without food?’ he asked me.

“T have a fine practice and 
many patients, most of whom 
are within four days of per- 
fect health if they would, do: 
as I tell them. 

“I have vainly assured 
them that they will not drop 
down dead if they, will do a 
three or four-day fast, but 
will emerge cured of their ail- 


ments, and that if, after that, 


they will cut down their food 
to ‘half they won't want me 
again. ;

Hamburg A City of Ruins 
While Germany is paying a heavy price in men and 


equipment for victories in ‘Russia, the condition of the 
home front, writes W. E. Lucas in the American news- 


paper 


“Christian Scicnce Monitor,” 


may well be giving 


the Nazi leadership still more causé for alarm. 


Unceasing bombings, some- 
times day and night, by the 
tireless Royal Air Foree—and 
with a constantly increasing 
tonnage of bombs dropped—are 
ADringing dislocation not only to 
Germany’s production in the 
West, but, what is still more 
serious, to the morale of ‘the 
war-weary German people. 

From sources of unquestionable 
reHability, I have been able to gain 

*-some remarkable information ns to 
the full extent of this process of dis- 
logation and demoralisation, which 
if continued for any appreciable 
time $s. bound to make Itscl€ felt 
eventually in the Nazi programme 
itself. 

For over two months now the 
RAF. has been staging no tre- 
tigndous offensive against the in- 
dustrial west of Germany, agulnst 
Bremen, Homburg, Kiel ,and Wil+ 
helmshaven, the Ruhr and the 
Rhincland.* As this summer fades 
into autumn and then darkens into 
winter. this assault mounts [n inten. 
sity and spreads its destruction over 
the furthest points of Germany and 
Into Czechoslovakia and Poland, 
where the Nazis have already trans- 
ferred mony of their war industrics. 

New Bomb Used 

Much of the effectiveness of the 

RAF. attack has been due to a 

“new type of bomb recently put into 
use. Eye-witnesses ‘have described 

. this os o sort of aerial torpedo which, 
straightening out when it nears the 
ground, tnkes on a horlzontnl Might. 
Its velocity carries It through many 
obstacles, plereing walls and causiesy¢| 
houses to collapse before it finally 
explodes. 

The destructive power’ of such oa 
bomb in butlt-up-areas fs evident, 
since In horizontal flight it cannot 
trave] far without coming Into con- 
tact with something, On onc strect 
in Hamburg. a whole row of houses 
“was demolished by one of these 

and somewhere In the 
suburbs of that clty an old man now 

‘sits on hls porch with a clear view 
of the river which before was con- 
cealed by. three blocks of bulldings. 

There is suMcient“evidence coming 
out of Germany to show thot the 
material damage In certain districts 
has been severe, It {!s known, for 
instance,. that the main Focker-Wull 
airplane factory in: Bremen .was 
vazed to the ground, though os yet 

‘the subsidiary plant on the banks of 
the River Weser bas not been hit. 

Two Dochyards Destroyed 

In Hamburg two dockynrds, where 
five submarines were under con- 
struction, were completely destroyed: 
‘all the houses ond shops around the 
docks are rubble and all that is left 

+ standing in the Adol¢ Hitler Platz, 
where the Town Hall was situated, 
is lronically enough the statue of 
William I, 

The district oround. the _Fried- 
richsberger Station is in rulns. 

In enrlier ralds on Berlin the 
Slemens factory in the north-west 
suburbs of the clty was severcly 
damaged, The Cleisdreieck subwny 
station and the army-stores depot at 
Bellevue were destroyed. In the 
Chorinnestrasse, where 60 houses 
were bombed, a bomb which hit the 
fas ond water mains caused the 
drowning of 80 

It Js reported that Dr Joseph Goeb- 
bels, Propaganda Minister, has kept 
the Ministry’s: most recent investiga- 
tlon {nto the morale of the people 
away from the German High Com- 
mand, That, if it is true, may be 
significant. ;

Details of Nazi torture are made public in a book entitled “Two 
Years of German Oppression in Czecho - Slovakia,” published by the. 
Czecho-Slovak Ministry of Powe Affairs, with a preface by Eduard. 
Benes, the Czech President: 


In discussing treatment of 
Roman Catholic priests, said to 
be used as ‘beasts of burden in 
concentration camps, the book 


cites cases. 

"It is o frequent slybt.” the ac- 
count runs, “to mect on the roads a 
priest dressed in rays, exhausted, 
pulling a cart, and behind him a 
youth In'S, A, uniform with a riding 
whip in his hand."
